HERE ARE THE PROPOSALS TO BE VOTED 
ON IN ELECTION NEXT TUESDAY, NOV, 13 
OUR DEMOCRACY

The following summary was 
prepared by the- legislative de­ 
partment of 
the 
West Texas 
Chamber of Commerce. 
These are the proposals to 
be voted on Tuesday. 


On 
Tuesday, 
November 
13, 
1951, you and all other voting 
Texans will decide whether state 
aid to the needy aged persons, 
needy blind persons and needy 
children will remain the same, or 
whether Texas will throw open 
her doors and embrace all who 
fall within those three categories. 
If you vote against the amend­ 
ment, everything remains as it 
now stands. If you vote for the 
amendment, a number of things 
will happen. 


The amount of available funds 
for assistance w ill increase from 
$35,000,000 to $42,000,000, a gain 
of $1,000,000 per year. Although 
the governor has indicated the 
money 
is 
currently 
available, 
there is some question as to 
whether or not these available 
funds can be allocated on the 
basis of an emergency. The gov­ 
ernor has also indicated if this 
amendment passes, he will call a 
special session of the Legislature, 
and although the funds may be 
currently available, the governor 
has not indicated that funds will 
be permanently available in the 
absence of additional taxes. It is 
natural to assume that a special 
session of the Legislature will 
have to be called, and taxes will 
have to be raised to meet the 
needs of this program as out­ 
lined above. 


Probably the most objection­ 
able thing about H JR 6 is that 
the amendment itself contains no 
restrictions. 
Under the present 
constitution a person must be a 
bona fide citizen and must have 
resided in the state five out of the 
last nine years including the one 
year immediately preceding ap­ 
plication. The amendment speci­ 
fically states: “ . . . and provided 
that any resident of the state, if 
otherwise eligible, M A Y NOT B E 
E X C LU D E D who has resided in 
the state for five (5) years dur­ 
ing the nine (9) 
years imme­ 
diately preceding the filing of 
the application for such assist­ 
ance including the one year con­ 
tinuously immediately preceding 
the filing of such application.” 
Io u will notice the amendment 
smites that those persons who 
have lived here 5 out of the last 
9, 
etc., 
M A Y 
NOT 
B E 
E X ­ 
C LU D ED but it does not say a 
person is ineligible if he has not 
lived in Texas 5 out of the last 9, 
etc., or it makes no mention of 
citizenship. That being the case, 
a needy person €5 years of age, 
or over, could come in to Texas 
from another state or from an­ 
other country and be eligible for 
assistance under H JR 6. The same 
thing is true of the needy blind 
and needy children. 
The authors probably intended 
for this amendment to provide an 
increase in payment to those per­ 
sons presently on the rolls. Un­ 
fortunately that probably won’t 
happen. The removal of the citi­ 
zenship clause gives the green 
light to all aliens over 65 in this 
state. There are about 1,300,000 
persons of Mexican descent living 
in Texas. Whether they are citi- 


zens or not, if over 65 and other­ 
wise eligible, they can apply for 
old age assistance. 
The same 
thing applies to any other nation­ 
ality. In addition there would be 
an increase in the number of blind 
arid dependent children. 
Texas 
is 
already 
second 
in 
number of old age benefit recip­ 
ients in the nation. Only Califor­ 
nia, 273,206, exceeds the 221,664 
old people receiving aid in Texas. 
Texas ranks seventh in the nation 
in percentage— that is, the ratio 
of those on the rolls to those 
eligible to be on the rolls. The 
national average of those receiv­ 
ing benefits who are eligible is 
approximately 24%. In Texas 423 
out of every 1000 eligible are re­ 
ceiving 
money. This puts the 
average at 42.8%. 
No one can deny that in these 
times of ever increasing cost of 
living a person needs more money 
to live 
on, and the people 
of 
Texas should and could provide 
an increase for its needy aged— 
but only for Texans actually in 
need. Possibly there should be a 
new’ 
definition 
of 
the 
word 
"need.” 
Georgia has defined a 
needy person as one who has no 
visible means of support and 
w’hose children and nearest of kin 


I can not provide adequate support. 
Other states have put into effect 
lawrs which place a lien on the 
property of the recipient. All of 
these things act as a deterrent to 
people getting on the rolls im­ 
properly. 
U n d e r the present 
amendment a ceiling of $42 mil­ 
lion dollars is established, but the 
proper restrictions are not pres­ 
ent. Consequently, the rolls could 
continue to swell until those now 
on 
the 
rolls would 
see 
their 
checks issued in smaller amounts 
so the aliens and possibly the 
non-residents 
could 
get 
their | 
share of the B IG Texas handout.

M any Flowers G row W ell 
From Seed Sow n in Fall 
A surprising number of both 
annual and perennial flowers can 
be sown in the fail, and when this 
is done plants for next spring’s 
garden will be produced earlier 
than by any other method of seed 
sowing, except in a greenhouse 
or hot-bed. 
The safest way for an amateur 
to sow either hardy annuals, or per­ 
ennials, is in a seed box, or flat. 
It is the most convenient way, 
also. 
You can easily prepare a 
porous soil, mixing one-third peat 
moss, one-third sharp sand, and 
one-third of your best top soil, 
sifted. 
Put a half-inch layer of 
suited sphagnum moss on top, and 
sow seeds in this, then cover light­ 
ly with sifted sphagnum moss.

Bachelor Buttons of Many Colors. 
In a flat, they will escape many 
of the winter hazards which seeds 
in the open garden will encounter. 
The flat can be placed in a shel­ 
tered place near the house during 
winter, and covered with leaves; 
or better, you can put it in a cold- 
frame. where it will start into new 
growth much earlier in the spring. 
If a plant is hardy, which means 
frost-resistant, cold will not kill 
it. But accidents may destroy it 
during the winter. It may drown 
in surface water produced by a 
winter thaw; or be washed out of 
the ground by heavy rain; or up­ 
rooted by alternate freezing and 
thawing. These accidents are espe­ 
cially 
likely 
to 
destroy 
young 
plants, but if they are growing in 
a flat they can easily be protected 
from such mishaps. 
Any of the hardy perennials 
which grow from seed can be sown 
this fall, at any time before the 
freeze-up, if assured this protec­ 
tion. They will not produce plants 
in the spring equal to established 
plants; but they will have a definite 
start over seed which is started 
next spring, and a large propor­ 
tion of them will produce flowers 
before the garden season is over. 
F all sown annuals will usually 
bloom almost as early next year as 
greenhouse or hot-bed plants, and 
be much larger and more vigor- 
orous, as a result of having passed 
their whole life outdoors. 


Cosmos. 


No. I candidate for fall sowing, 
is the annual larkspur. 
Shirley poppies, calliopsis, candy­ 
tuft, cosmos, the fragrant nicoti- 
ana, and all colors of bachelor but­ 
ton are as hardy as oaks. 
When bulbs are planted along in 
beds or borders, hardy annuals 
may be sown in the same place 
this fall, to blossom after the 
bulbs have flowered and their fo­ 
liage has disappeared. 
Rows of 
hardy annuals suitable for cut flow­ 
ers may be sown in the vegetable 
plot, after it has been spaded this 
fall. 
In sections where a brief spring

cuts short the flowering season of 
sweet peas, earlier flowers and a 
longer season can be obtained by 
tall sowing, taking precautions as 
suggested against decay in damp 
soil. By covering the ground with 
a light mulch of leaves, straw or 
similar substance, 
after it has 
frozen, winter thaws may be pre­ 
vented, 
which might otherwise 
cause injury. 


Other annuals which are success­ 
fully fall sown include snapdrag­ 
ons, 
cynoglossum, hardy pinks. 
California poppy, nigella and pe­ 
tunia.

Under existing laws, you must file a written 


report to the Department of Public Safety if your car is involved in an accident where there is a death, an injury 


or property damage in excess of $25. Under the new law, a written report must be filed within ten days if your 


car is in an accident resulting in death, injury or property damage in excess of $100. 


You Don’t Have to Carry Liability Insurance, B u t. . . if you are not insured 


against bodily injury and property damage liability, you must be able to deposit with the Department of Public 


Safety security equal to the estimated damage, not exceeding $15,000.00, to cover all claims growing out of an 


accident anywhere in Texas in which you or your motor vehicle were involved. If you cannot establish financial 


responsibility for the future, your driver’s license and your motor vehicle license plates are automatically 


suspended.
